For one week in the year 
the good people of Hongkong are in ane 
continual whirl of excitement; during the 
remaining fifty one there is hardly a ripple 
on the waters of our quict, uneventful enist- 
ence. With the sole exception of racing, 
sport, for various will understood reasons, 
does not flourish in this Colony, Our 
Athletic gatherings, although much im- 
proved of late years, can hardly be pro- 
nounced a great success; the annual re- 
fratta is of the feeblest possible description, 
and although a fair amount of interest is 
occasionally ‘displayed in'swimming con- 
tests, this particular branch of aquatics has 
never attained general popularity, Thanks 
to the enthusiasm of a few keen cricketers, 
and the hearty co-operation of ‘our 
naval and military friends ‘the noble 
ame" flourishes apace for a short 
season, but the introduction of lawn 
tennis has played sad havoc with cricket 
in -hot climates, and there scems to be but 
slight prospects of any pronounced revival 
of public interest in Hongkong in favor ‘of

With a return 
to the old principle of lotteries being. ap- 
portioned in the same ratlo as the stakes, 
we shall no doubt see the Hongkong Race 
“Sweeps” of 1883, quite as successful as 
they have ever ‘been in the good old times.

The only Ordinance 
which Her Majesty’ did not confirm was Ordi- 
nance 12 of 1881, entitled the Banishment 
and Conditinal Pardons Ordinance. | With re- 
ference to that, 1 have received from. Lord 
Kimberley a dispatch’ in’ which His Lord- 
ship states the reaséns why he was unable to 
advise the Queen to confirm the Ordinance as it

‘Lavo are ceriainly of importance, bur the others 
are mostly verbal amendments, One .amend- 
ment is that where the Governor in Council 
exercises the power conferred b 
nance the order of banishment shall coniain the 
reason of the'order, and Lord Kimberley says, 
“Tans of opinion words to that effect should be 
added to the fouish section.” A few , other alte- 
rations are ual verbal, but a very important 
amendment in the Ordinance as we passed it 
last year is made, because you will remember in 
that Ordinance occtnred these words-— :

Hon. No Cuoy said he was quite aware of the 
section referced to by the Acting Colonial Trea- 
surer, section 2t' of Ordinance 8 of 1858, bui that 
Ordinance was passed in 1858, and ce question’ 
was whether it was necessary to reenact it in 
1882, It applied exclusively to Chinese, and any 
Chinese who had been twice convicted might be 
required togive security. There was no precedent 
for that in English law; itwas a special and very 
extraordinary powes. “That power was necessaiy 
at the time the Ordinance was passed, but the 
question he would’ submit was whether it, was 
necessary at the present time; and, if so, why 
single out Chinese as the only persons to be dealt 
with in that way ? : 

The ATtoRNEY GENERAL said he thought 
it would be'very objectionable to remove the 
word Chinese from the section and make it 
apply to other nationalities. ‘There were certain 
relations with other nationalilics which would 
make it difficult to deal with, for instance, a 
Frenchman of a German under an Ordinance of 
this kind. It required veiy, careful consideration 
before it was adopted in their cass, It was not 
so with Chinese. ; . 

His EXcRLLENCY—Clause 3 gives the power.

The Peking Gazette of the 24rd January con- 
tains a long memorial: from the Governor Gen- 
eral of shensi and Kanshu reporting the trialand 
Conviction in a case of murder of a peculiarly 
atrocious description. ‘Ihe, ptisoncr, a man of 
the name of Liu, had had a long dispute with. 
some distant relatives of the same surname touch- 
ing the right to the use of a certain burying 
ground. ‘The prisoner's father had died and his 
Coffin had been placed on the disputed 
ground, and as the prisoner refused to remove it, 
a lawsuit was brought against him in which he 


to find another place of interment... smarting 
under the wrong treatment which he ima- 
‘gined he had suffered at the hands of his 
Opponenis, he watched his opporiunity and 
with the help of some confederates he attacked 
and killed two of them, wounding some others. 
One of the two who were Filled was his chief an- 
tagonist and the instigator of the opposition which 
had been offered to his using the. burying ground, 
but not satisfied with what they had done, he and 
his confederates proceeded to the dwelling-house 
of the deceased, which was guarded only by a

thought which, froma Chinese point of view, 
, originally prompted and still approves of the law 
in question, : 

If there is one thing more than another which 
a Chinaman desires, it is to have wale offspring 
who may perpetuate his line and so provide for 
the-due ministratibn of the family sacnfices. "To 
fail in that not only jeopardises his own future 
happiness, but that ot hie parents and ancestors. 
Among the victims were a father and his only 
son, 50 thatnot only did the father lose his life, 
but atthe same tine his hope of posterity was 
cut off, and thereby both he and all his race 
were involved. in’ a fate which was the worst 
that could befall them. ‘The erimg was one 
not merely against the living, bu ainst the 
dead. Now, it is a well known principle of 
Chinese Jaw that punishment shall be as far as 
possible commensurate with or the equivalent 
for the crime committed, A life for a life has 
aways been the demand in cases of homicide by 
foreigmers, and, tice versa, the Chinese autho- 
tities have pencrally been willing to tender one 
Nife for every victim lost an oar side. With them 
the object of punishment is not to deter others, 
-but'there is supposed to be in some way a 
debt Cre ora lability inemred in the book of 
fate towards the family of the victim which can 
be paid only in kind, “Until so paid, the manes 
of the deecased can never be appersed. The 
idea iseven éarried so far as to fo: 
lief that.a Nemesis often hangs’ ov 
for an unredr 
Members in a previous stte af existence. Uf 
the equilibrium of destiny has once been upset 
no matter what length of time has clapsed, or 
what changes have taken place, it can qnly be 
righted Dy an atonement corcespanding ta Vie 
original crime and sooner or later such attone- 
ment must be made. Jn this particular case the 
punishment, in pursuance of the above principle 
must be such as will put the offender on a level 
with his victim and as the latter can have no 
lineal heirs to minister to his departed spirit so 
‘neither shall the former. Many other instances 
of the applicvtion of the principle of AY equi 
valents” might be quoted from: the criminal 
law 3 as for example a prisoner condenined to 
banishment or cven death js sometimes 
pardoned altogether on the geound that he has 
an aged father or mother dependant on his ser- 
vices, but if his. crime has deprived another aged 
pitrent of the services of an‘only son, such aplea 
will no longer be effectual, And so in this case, 
if ithad so happered that the deceased had an- 
other son left, the penalty of multilation could not 
have been imposed, although all other circum. 
stances had been the sane, but the son or sons 
would have shared the Uanishment of the ‘mo- 
ther on the peneral peound that tn heinous cranes 
the subordinate members of a fouily were in- 
volved in the guilt of the head. 

As to the daughter, ‘her children can never, 
under any circumstances, become heirs to her 
father, so the principle does not apply to her case. 
Morvover she was betrothed and, therefore 
practically belonged to another family, and to 
deprive them of the sight to claim her would be 
punishing the innocent. Had she not been be- 
trathed she would shared in the: banish- 
mene of her mother, ig family property is con- 
fiscated for the henetit of the family: of the vie- 
tims,— Shanghal Courter.

JAPANESE TRADE WITH KOREA. 


rr Caeneas 


+ Nolwithsthading the, exultation of many of the 
Japancée over their monopoly of trade with Korea, 
the halfycarly report of the Pusan Chamber of 
Commerce shows that this sat ‘on rests upon 
avery insecure foundation. Fusan is the centre 
of Korean foreiyn commerce, but, from the report 
we refer to itappears Chat the ageyegate. value 
both of imports and exports for the half-year, 
ending on the 31st of last December, only 
‘These figures supply 
a good idea of the petty business of the place; 
but small.as the trade ts, it sesms diminishing 
with startling rapidity. "The imports and exports 
for the period covered by the report are 138,054 
yen tess than for the first half of last year, a 
result hardly anticipated by those native writers 
who have strongly and consistently advocated the 
policy of preserving a monopoly of the trade. 
‘This comparatively large decrease is principally 
Apparent in imports, the Koreans taking forcign 
goods valued at 125,898 yen less than dining the 


dd wror ss donc by: some of its |,

. preceding year while the exports only decreased 


by §2,156 yen, ‘These results will hardly be 
considered’ satisfactory by believers in the 
“balance ‘of trade” theory, mare especially as 
the exporis from Korea exceed the imporis by 
nearly 16,000 yen. 2 

The compilers of the report ofthe Fusan Cham- 
her confess their inability to account for a, falling 
off which cannot be concealed, and content them- 
selves with remarking that “the decline in trade 
is owing to a diminution in the imports and ex. 
ports," a self evident proposition it was hardly 
necessary to place formally on record, + - 

However, the document refers more in detail 
to the particular aricles in which a decreased 
business has been transacted, Shistings among 
imports, and tice in the list of exports, show the 
most notable decline ; nor is.this remarkable as 
regards cereals when the bountiful harvests in 
this country’ for some years past are brought to 
recollection. ‘There seems morcover a general 
falling off all round ;_ coppér, lacquer-ware, silk, 
matches, &c., all exhibit a decline in the import 
list, while hides, boncs, gold dust, silver, &c., 
make an cqually unfavourable show among ex- 
ports. None of these articles were, however, of 
Great valuc than 109,000 yen, and therefore the 
report reiterates that to shirtings and ricc must 
the bulk of the decline be directly attributed. 

Altogether, the present prospects of trade be- 
tween the Japanese and Koreans do not secm 
partictitarly bright.’ The volume ‘of business is 
admittedly insufficient to support the numbers of 
Japanese who flocked to Korea, and unless a 
change takes place, which the report of the. Fusan 
Chamber in no way indicates, the Settlements 
must soon lose the greater portion of their inha-

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NEW JAPANESE RAILWAYS. 


We are glad to observe that a new and impar- 
tant Tine of railway in Japan will soon be a fuse j 
accompli, Vor some'time there was reason to 
fear that the projectors would adopt the plan 
common in outlying districts in. the Western 
parts of America, and contruct a railway of cheap 
and inferior matcrial, trusting to subsequent pro- 
fits to improve it'in time. ‘This course, which 
was advocated by several native journals, is said 
to have been followed in Yezo, where a line of, 
railway has recently heen constructed between 
Supporo and Otarunai,  The' railways now Jin 
working in Japan are two; one between Yokoha- 
ma and Tokio, and one between Hiogo and 
Obsu on Lake Biwa, passing through Osa’ a 
and Kioto, The total length) of bath is 
about eighty miles. ‘These lines were constuce 
ted under the superintendence: of competent 
English engineers, and of the best «English 
materials, They would, we believe, be consi- 
dered first-class lines even in this county, ‘The 
mateéried bad to be conveyed fiom. this country, 
foreign engineers and workmen with high sala- 
ries had to be enployed, and the cost was, there- 
fore, comparatively. gr Forumately the Jae 
panese have had the courage to constract their 
new line in the same sound and thorough fashion, 
and we were glad te be able to announce in our 
last issue that an English firm, Messrs, Malcolm, 
Bronker, and Co. had been cammissioned to 
procure the plant in this country for the first 
portion. D 

The new line isin many respects different 
from its predecessors. ‘The latter were cons 
structed wholly by the Government; the foiner 
is duc to private enterprise, assisted by G ¢ 
Mentpaarantees. © “The old lines are camparatives 
ly short, while’ the new one will be 
hundred miles in lenght. ‘The privileges 
by the Government are very extensive and value 
able; but Japan is not'a country with capital, 
and the people are unaccustomed to move’ in

Is becoming more tangible, and that in the dis- 
tricts prospected it will be found in qaying: quan. 
tity, 1 is, of course, possible that really valuable 
reefs may be struck, Pe we'cannot too strongly 
“urge, as we have done before, the nec ity for 
great cantion in entering on yold mining ypera- 
i It is hardly likely that the public of Cey- 
lon Will be ied away because gold is found in 
paying quantities, for they are too shrewd busi- 
mnen ; atthe same time, however, there is 
ays adanger that hopes, will be raised too 
high, When that. is so, if failure results, or 
if the quantify fowid only just pays work- 
ing expenses, the corresponding depression is 
nost disastrous. AL present we trust, there 
is nothing to indicate anything like’ a desire 
torush the affair, and some time must clapse 
before the experiments and prospecting’ will be 
complete enough ta fora a basis for operations 
or for abandoning the idea of profitably working 
the mines, , These experiments must be cans 
tinued without abatement, and we might again 
urge the advisability of the Government stepping 
in to assist in arriving at a really true and accu: 
rate estimate of the extent of these gold deposits,

It is provided by 
the Charter that all lands, houses, &c., along the 
proposed route belonging ‘to the Government, 
shalt be Jet rent free, or sold at a reasonable 
price, Those, belonging to private individuals 
shall be purchased by the Goverament as for 
public use, and then resold to the company. 
These lands are allcxempted from ordinary tax- 
ation. Fight per cent per annum oa the sub- 
scribed capital is gaarantecd by Government 
until the whole has been completed; and it #s fur- 
ther guaranteed that in case the profits in the 
work in of any section do not reach this amount, 
the Goverament will make up the deficit for ten 
or fificen -years according to the position: of 
the section. ‘The work is to be under 
the. superintendence of the Minister of Public |) 
Works, and must be commenced within’ six 
months of the date of the decree (November sth, 
1881). Provision is then made for the effective 
control of the whole by the authorities: excep: 
tional privileges are retained for officials tra- 
velling on Government business, for the con- 
veyance of cereals in times-of scarcity, for carry 
ing prisoners, the mails, war material; &c: 
Finally, the company's chaner is granted for 
ninety-nine years; the Government. having the 
option of purchasing the whole at the end of 
fifty years. z ! : 

Tt would not be difficult to point out flaws in 
this document, « The privileges of the company 


free, the & per cent guarantee on-each section— 
scem in some respects ¢xcessive,’ Notwithstan- 
ding this, it is a matter for sincere congratula- 
tion that a work which we cannot doubt will 
have an important and'beneficial influence on 
the future of Japan should be commenced. , We.

nication in Japan that we need say no more on 
the subject at present, The new railway will 
certainty not dispense with the necessity for im- 
proving these, .

wealth, and whoever conduces to this’ must 
naturally. make a .good: impression. The 
Governor af the colony, from what he is doing, is 
undoubtedly posiessed of the right capacitics to 
make a colony prosperous, and the railway works 
which are authorised show that the Government 
are prepared’ to grant every reasonable aid to 
those who are desirous of opening up new enter 
prises. We had occasion not Jong ago to write 
regarding the false position which was taken up 
by some public men insaigon when they decried 
British successes, and the advice we then gave 
to work energetically’ themselves instéad of 
grumbling seems to be adopted. Energy is the 
cause of success, and ifthe Governmentof saigon 
would only admit forcign capital as well as French

THE OUTRAGES UPON JEWS IN 
RUSSTA. 
eee ea 

A Russian gentleman, named Myer Baukano- 
vitch, who has just arrived from smilla, in the 
province of Goborno, in southern Russia, and 
who was an cye-witness of the scenés de. 
scribed, has ‘supplied the following narrative to 
the Press Association :—“ For years the Jews in 
the town of Smilla, of whom there were about 
2,000 families, have lived in a state of terror from 
the insults and indignitics which they have had 
to suffer at the hands of the Christians, and front 
a system) of robbery and persecution which has 
never been checked by the authoritics, so pre- 
carioqus has been their personal safety that many 
of those who cold afford it have had to remove 
their w nd families out of the town to the 
remote districts and residences of friends. The 
outbursts of terrorism occurred chielly at the 
monthly fairs, when large numbers of farmers, 
and peasants ass¢mbled in the town, and the im- 
mediate cause of the fierce persecutions of the 


last few months arose from an incident at one of | 


these fairs. “A Jewish dealer had bought a cow 
for twenty-five roubles, and a farner who had been 
bargaining for the same animal heard of, the 
transaction, and came up to the Jew, asking how 
he dared to buy it,” Many ofthe farmers about 
were inflamed with drink, and they gathered 
round and threatened him. The Jew admitted 
he had bought the cow, but offered to Ict the 
farmer have it.” ‘The farmer and his companions 
then attacked and brutally beat him, and the dis- 
turbance arousing the attention of the people in 
the neighbourhood, a mob assembled, and the 
townspeople incited the farmers to attack other 
Jews, The dtinking-houses were thrown open, 
and ‘drink was freely given to the fanatical 
populace. Large numbers of the townspeople 
went round swith the mob, and pointed out the 
quarters where the Jews lived. The public drink- 
ing-houscs kept by them were first broken into, 
and the casks rolled into the streets. Some of 
them were smashed, and the people drank the 
raw, spirit. out of the streets. These acts were 
folluwed by the breaking open of the warehouses 
and.places of business kept by Jews, which were 
wrecked, roads of all kinds being thrown into the 
strects and trampled upon in the mad orgie which 
ensued, Drawers and cupboards were broken 
into and ransacked, and in one warchouse alone, 
Kept by a tnan named Berkowich spirits to the 
value of 50,c0o roubles were spilled, carried off, 
orconsumed bythe mob. Many of the populace 
of the town joined the mob in their attack, while 
others, including even the police, incited them to 
continue their violence. They broke into many 
housesand plundered them in sight of the authori- 
ties, grossly illtreating the inmates in every ins- 
tance.” One house was that of an oldman named 
Abraham Miller, who was much beloved and re- 
spected by the Jews, He was over seventy yearsof 


“age, and lived with his wife, son, and daughter-in- 


Jaw, andtwo grand children. Whenthe marauders 
attackedthe houscallthefamily took refuge at the 
top of the premises and tried to hide themselves. 
They were discovered and fiercely attacked. The 
old man and his son, driven to bay, killed two 
of their assailants, but they: were soon over- 


powered, and dragged down the stairs and cruclly | of the marriage, 


maltreated. The women: were outraged, ‘and 
every member of the family, including the chil- 
dren, was ‘afterwards brutally murdered, I speak 
from my own personal knowledge of these facts; 
and, from what I saw and know, I solemnly de- 
clare there were not less than fifty or sixty women 
and young girls outraged by the mob. Onc girl, 
whom I knew, ultimately died from the effects of 
this revolting treatment. Other and unspeakable 
horrora of a like nature came under my obscrva- 
tion; and a woman who was enceinte died from 
the effects of these diabelical outrages. It is im- 
possible for me to give any idea of the number 
of Jews who were killed; but the whole of the 


‘2,000 families were attacked, and numbers were | cr ¢! 


killed, especially in those cases where there was 
any atteinpt’ made at defence. The houses in 
nearly all cases were pillaged, the only.class of 
lews who escaped the Fory of the.mob being the 
utchers, who lived allin one. street, and who 
assembled and armed themselves. These were. 
not seriously attacked, and when there appeared 
to be a probability of an organised battle. ctween 
the mob and the butchers, a few of the soldie: 
made their appearance and prevented the attac! 
by diverting the attention: of the rioters. The 
reign of terror in Smilla lasted on one decasion 
fos thirty hours, there being mo attempt on the 
part of the police or the military'to quell the dis- 
order, Anumber of the Jews escaped to Kicv, 
a large town some little distance off; but hundreds 
of them remain in a state of destitution and des- 
pair."-—London and China Express.

THE PROPOSED NEW PARLIA- 
MENTARE! RULES, 

The Standard believes that the following are 
the principal changes in the Rules of the Howse 
of Commons which have been under the consi 
deration of the Cabinet. The proposals have not 
yet been finally settled, and probably some mo- 
difications will be made before Parliament meets, 
[tis proposed to limit,the number of occasions on 
which the principle af a Bill may be discussed. 
At present a debate’nay be raised on the principle 
of a Bill on the introduction and first reading—' 
usually, but not necessarily, taken wpether—the 
sccontt reading, the motion toyro into Comunittee, 
the report, the third reading, and onthe (estion 
that the Bill de pass, Tn future the discussion of 
the principle of a Bill will be confined to the 
introduction (when, if che given, the Bill is 
to be read a first time, ag a matter: of course), to 
the second reading, andthe third readin, With 
tegard to the power of closing debate it is pro- 
posed that the speaker (or in Committee of the 
wholg House, the Chairman) may, on his own" 
motion or-on the demand of a certain mmiber 
of members, put the proposition thatthe question 
then before the Flouse “he now’ put!" On this 
question no debate is to be allowed, and itis at 
once to be decited by a division, A simple ma- 
jority, except in cercain stated cases, will be 
sufficient to cany the motion that the question 
he naw put. The excepted cases will probably 
include the second ‘reading of a. Bill, and Votes 
supply foran unusual character, such as votes 
of credit or votes for extraordinary naval and 
military expenditure, and in these cases a majoity 
of two to one will be required for closing a de- 
bate, Certain classcs of Bills are to be referred 
to large selecg Committees, partly nominated by 
the House pardy by the Commitice of selec- 
tion ; and with regard to these Bills the stage of 
Committee in the whole House will be dispensed 
with, ‘The Bills to which this rule will’ apply 
will be mainly Bills on the principle of which no 
great difference of opinion exists, or which in- 
volve questions of administration rather than 
policy, ‘The House itself will have the opportu: 
nity of discussing the details ofsuch Bills, and of 
making amendments on the report. It is pro- 
posed to facilitate proceedings in Committee by. 
providing that in Committee of the whole House 
no member shall have power to move more than 
once, during the debate on thé same question, 
cithes that the Chairman do repoit progress, or 
that the Chairman do Icave the chair, nor to 
speale more than once to each separate motion; 
and that no member who has made one of these 
motions have power to make another on the same 
question, A resolution to this-effect was placed 
on the paper by sir stafford Norihcote In 1879, 
and the Conservative leaders are, therefore, com- 
mitted to this proposal. No member is to have 
the power of moving the adjournment of the: 
House befare the orders ofthe day or the motions 
on the paper, as the case may be; have been 
reached; but a provision will be made for enabling 
Maticrs of extreme urgency to be brought before: 
the House without notice and without delay. It 
will be proposed that when supply is put down 
as the first order of the day for Monday, the. 
House shall forthwith resolve itselfinto Committee, 
Without atlowing debate or amendment on the 
qucstion that the Speaker leave the chair. [twill 
also be provided that after a certain date (pro- 
bably the rst of July), when supply is put down 
on any day, the same rule shallapply. Provision 
will be made for giving the Goverament more 
complete control of the business on Government 
nights, . At present orders of the day must be 
put first; and if the Government desire to bring 
a motion for leave to bring a Bill, or any 
r motion, they must first move the postponc- 
ment of the orders of the day. This often leads 
to discussion and waste of time. ‘In future the 
Government will have absolute power of arrang- 
ing the business on their own days. eds 

Some changes will also be proposed with 
regard to private members Bill. Under the pre- 
sent system, immediately after the opening of the 
session, every Wednesday up to the end of July 
is practically appropriated. In future no member 
will be allowed to fix the second reading of a 
Bill for any day a month beyond its introduction; 
.and, probably, ‘after a certain period of the scs- 
sion. Committecs on Bills which have been read 
asccond time by a certain propottionate majority 
will obtain picccdence over second readings, A’ 
sal wilh bc made for the modification of the 
half-past twelve rule—the rule which prevents 
offical business being taken after half-past twelve.
